THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Errol  in  the 
County  of  Coos  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Errol  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  March,  next, 
at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary    Town    Officers    for    the 

year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 

raise  for  Public  Library. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 

raise  for  the  Cemetery. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 

raise  for  Fire  Department. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  Street  Lighting. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 

$400  for  the  service  of  a  district  resident  physi- 
cian who  will  reside  in  Errol,  New  Hampshire, 
said  physician  to  be  hired  only  in  case  adjacent 


Towns  cooperate,  and  on  agreement  and  choice 
of  the  physician  by  a  joint  committee  composed 
of  two  members  from  each  cooperating  town, 
said  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Select- 
men. 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to 
exceed  $71.00  based  on  1-100  of  1  per  cent  of 
assessed  valuation,  to  be  paid  as  its  share  of 
the  expense  of  carrying  on  an  advertising  and 
other  beneficial  program  for  the  section  of  the 
State  known  as  the  White  Mountain  Region,  of 
which  this  Town  is  a  part,  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  other  towns  in 
said  region,  to  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  the  Treasurer  of  the  White  Mountain 
Region. 

10.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
be  brought  before  the  meeting.
